Thisis the advice of a candid enemy - 
who has often admired you, who never feared 
you,and who, at the price of his blood, 
would have wished ta hare had to revere int 
you the saviour of that world of which you 
have been the scourge. That enemy cannot 
leave hie whom his genius and (he nationaf: 
will have raised to sovereignty, withoùtsiy. 
ing to him what his friends, if any yet remain 
to kim, ought to Say db dicâte.”” 

That I should abdicate! biting his lips and 
cPushing the letter ín his hand. What think 
you ef it? sai he to two of the Ministers, 
the Duke of Bassano and Reguault St. Jcan 
d’Augely, who had fust entered-—the formee 
was silent.—!f [ understand you,”’said Na.

There 
was also reason to fear, that the Decree of his 
forfeitùre might be made the pretext of an 
insurrection, The capital might become tho 
scene af serious troubles, and the country be 
involved in a civil war. Il appeared necessa. 
ry; therefore, in erder to avoid these evils, 
that the abdication of Napoleon should pro. 
ceed from himself, and be éonsidered as a 
voluntary act of devoteduess for the country. 

<< To obtain this object, 1 employcd the 
means of persuasion which appeared to me 
best calculated for success. After an hout 
and a halfs conversation, Napeleon at tast 
yielded to ay urgent recommendations. IIe 
Appcared toached with the fpankness and 
energy with which I spoke, while at the sama 
time £ preserved the respect which was due ta 
his rank, and still more to his misfortunes, 
In a word, [Í left the Emperor with the 
assurance that he would transmit his act of 
abdication, aad Ï arrived at the Chamber of 
Representatives before the forfciture, which 
was then under consideration, became the 
subject of a positive Decree. :

French artillery and provision waggons 
which they bring away with them is pro= 
digions, and even this alone would autho= 
rise the conclusion, that France has been 
deprived of the means of making war for’ 
many years to come. ee 

If we may credit the current reports, a - 
change has been made in the disposition 
of the allied troops, so that not the Pruse 
stans, but the Russians, will be next the 
left wing of the English army, and occupy 
Charlemont, Rocroy, &ec. The chain of 
allied (roops frem Alsace to Conde will 
be formed in sucha manner that at all 
timesa very considerable force may be 
collected at certain points within 48 hours. 
‘Before the new year 30,000 men will prss 
through this city.—( Haarlem Courant,
